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PERSONALITY  OF  THE  MONTH 


To  those  of  us  who  are  not 
“youngies"  and  yet  not  “oldies", 
we  like  to  think  that  our  doctor  is  a 
personage  in  our  homes.  As  a  GP 
he  probably  saw  that  we  came  into 
this  world  in  the  established  style, 
and  of  our  elders  he  treated  them 
in  their  maladies  and  when  the 
trumpet  sounded  he  was  still  there¬ 
about. 

This  familiar  pattern  might  not  be  so 
apparent  to  the  teenage  group.  They, 
with  us,  sometimes  watch  the  TV  ex¬ 
ploits  of  Dr.  Kildare,  Marcus  Welby  MD, 
Doctor  in  the  House,  and  other  fea¬ 
tures,  which  bring  into  our  own  four 
walls  the  loves,  tragedies,  successes 
and  failures  that  make  up  the  strata  of 
medical  men.

Let  us  get  this  straight  at  the  start, 
he  is  none  other  than  Fuz,  the  name  his 
family  call  him,  and  by  none  other  is  he 
known  to  medicine,  friends,  acquain¬ 
tances  and  the  sporting  fraternity. 

This  year  Fuz  enters  his  fifth  term  as 
President  of  Tattersall's  Club  Bowling 
Club.  And  every  member  will  grant  you 
this — Tattersall’s  bowlers  might  not 
always  be  champions  where  scores  and 
wins  are  concerned,  but  no  one  will 
ever  concede  that  they  have  not  the 
maestro  of  speakers  at  presentations, 
dinners,  or  do’s,  in  the  person  of  their 
President  Fuz. 

TCM  has  recently  published  about 
our  members  items  which  have  been 
seized  upon  by  our  journalistic  col¬ 
leagues.  Maybe  we  are  creating  another 
because  we  have  never  read  where  the 
appellation  “Fuz”  originated. 

Here  goes! 

Fuz  was  the  eldest  of  his  family,  and 
his  mother  so  much  desired  a  daughter 
instead. 

When  Fuz  reached  the  gentle  age  of 
his  early  schooling  he  attended  Pigeon 
Ground,  perhaps  better  known  as  Glad¬ 
stone  Park  School,  Balmain,  which  was 
opposite  his  home  in  Darvall  St. 

Now  mother  still  had  thoughts  of  a 
girl  as  first  descendant,  and  when  the

future  Dr,  H.  K.  Porter  entered  his 
earliest  classes  his  curls  were  bound  by 
a  ribbon  —  even  as  to  the  hippies  of 
this  day.  And  those  little  hairs  beneath 
the  band,  the  fuzz  that  only  a  razor  can 
remove,  caused  one  of  his  schoolmates 
of  those  kindergarten  days,  Dave 
Chidgey,  to  nickname  him  “Fuz.”  And 
it  has  remained  to  this  day,  and  will  for 
all  time. 

Fuz  eventually  made  Fort  St.  High 
School  where  he  became  one  of  the 
boys  who  regarded  the  headmaster 
“Boss”  Kilgour  as  a  deity.  “Boss”  has 
had  a  great  influence  on  the  men  of 
Sydney,  and  his  priority  was  for  those 
who  were  to  make  their  name  in  medi¬ 
cine. 

As  Fuz  says  “Boss”  was  a  real  medi¬ 
cine  man.  Wherever  a  student  indicated 
a  liking  to  follow  a  medical  career  he 
strenuously  helped  him,  and  he  stated 
that  in  every  important  town  in  N.S.W. 
he  wanted  a  boy  from  Fort  St.  to  be  a 
doctor  —  and  he  almost  attained  that 
goal. 

Fuz  says  that  in  1915  he  was  one  of 
26  boys  from  that  school  who  went  to 
Sydney  University  to  study  medicine, 
and  he  adds  that  this  is  also  a  record 
—  of  the  26  who  were  admitted  to  the 
faculty  in  1915  all  graduated  in  1920. 

And  here  is  another  possible  record 
for  historians  to  note! 

Fuz  graduated  with  honours  in  Medi¬ 
cine  in  1920,  and  under  the  tutorship 
of  Sir  Herbert  Maitland  in  1921  he  be¬ 
came  assistant  Medical  Superintendent 
of  Sydney  Hospital  at  the  age  of  24, 
and  was  appointed  Medical  Superin¬ 
tendent  later  that  year. 

In  beddage  Sydney  Hospital  has  not 
varied  so  much  in  the  intervening  years, 


but  the  medical  staff  with  its  specialities 
has  increased  some  threefold. 

Fuz  recollects  some  of  the  well 
known  characters  that  were  identified 
with  Sydney  in  the  twenties.  He  remem¬ 
bers  Morrissey,  the  snake  charmer  who 
attended  the  casualty  ward  one  night. 
He  usurped  his  position  in  the  queue 
and  was  promptly  attacked  by  the  next 
aggressive  gent. 

Fuz  says  that  Morrissey  then  upset 
a  bag  of  snakes  he  was  carrying,  and 
in  50  seconds  medical  and  nursing 
staff,  and  the  patients  had  dissolved 
into  thin  air,  leaving  Morrissey  and  his 
snakes  as  sole  proprietors  of  Out¬ 
patients. 

Fuz  admits  he  was  first  through  the 
exit  door. 

He  has  many  outstanding  memories 
even  to  the  specialist  who  had  such  a 
humane  attitude  to  his  fellow  man  that 
he  had  two  charges,  one  for  the  rich 
and  one  for  the  poor.  (So  good  was  he! 
For  the  rich,  100  guineas,  and  for  the 
poor,  95  guineas). 

Fuz  left  Sydney  Hospital  in  1924, 
and  later  practised  in  Balmain  and  Mac¬ 
quarie  Street,  Sydney.  He  was  chairman 
of  the  State  Committee  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Gynaecologists  and  Obste¬ 
tricians  from  1953  to  1965. 

In  sport  Fuz  was  a  member  of  the 
famous  Balmain  Fernleigh  Soccer  team, 
which  won  both  the  premiership  and 
the  Gardiner  Cup  (State  Championship 
inaugurated  in  1895)  in  1919  and 
1920.  In  1921  he  was  selected  as  cap¬ 
tain  of  the  NSW  side  against  Queens¬ 
land  playing  as  centre  forward.  He  is 
also  keenly  interested  in  water  polo, 
being  president  of  the  NSW  Association 
for  eight  years.  He  is  a  life  member, 
and  has  been  patron  of  the  Association 
since  1955.  Fuz  is  also  secretary,  treas¬ 
urer  and  selector  of  the  NSW  Doctor 
Bowlers.  “It  is  no  wonder”  says  Fuz, 
that  I  have  been  a  trophy  winner  for 
the  past  four  years.” 

Fuz  has  been  a  regular  player  with 
Tattersall's  Bowling  Club,  and  as  secre¬ 
tary  Peter  McGrath  and  all  his  members 
would  say  “As  President,  he's  there  for 
keeps.” 

All  we  want  now  is  for  Fuz  to  write 
his  reminiscences.  He  might  not  be  a 
Cronin,  but  as  Australiana  authority 
Ern  Williams  has  said  “This  book  would 
be  a  beauty.” 

We  know  that  Fuz'  company  is  wel¬ 
come  everywhere,  and  we  liken  it  to 
the  St.  George  Bowling  Club  words:

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BILLIARDS  and  SNOOKER  NOTES 

by  Arthur  Miller 


We  note  that  some  of  our  leading 
snooker  players  are  taking  greater 
interest  in  billiards  and  giving  more 
time  to  practising  this  grand  game. 
Good  on  them  —  I  am  sure  their 
all-round  ability  wifi  improve  as  a 
result. 

Some  highlights.  The  game  between 
John  McKell  and  J.  Malouf  proved  a  real 
thriller.  Both  are  fast  players  and  each 
in  his  turn  rarely  missed  a  shot.  They 
raced  neck  and  neck  until  the  black  ball 
only  remained.  John  won  this  very  ex¬ 
citing  game  by  brilliantly  potting  the 
black  ball.  Never  in  my  experience  has 
a  snooker  heat  been  finished  in  such  a 
short  time —  18  minutes. 

Jack  O'Neill,  a  proven  and  much 
above  average  billiard  player,  over¬ 
whelmed  Lee  Bluett  by  making  breaks  of 
28  and  27,  all  this  despite  having  a 
recent  operation  on  his  eye.  He  should 
have  a  strong  chance  of  again  winning 
the  billiards  tournament,  which  he  won 
some  years  ago. 

Youth  to  the  fore.  Young  Michael  Ros¬ 
ser  did  very  well  to  defeat  that  old 
campaigner,  Bert  Tonks.  We  will  hear 
more  from  him  later. 

It  was  a  very  close  game  between 
Tony  Murphy  and  Leo  Christie.  The 
game  see-sawed  until  the  pink  and  black 
remained.  Leo  needed  both  balls  to 
win,  and  finally  potted  two  excellent 
shots. 

A  shock  when  Warren  Foster,  an  equal 
favourite  for  the  tournament,  giving 
Digger  Lobb  13  points  start,  was  de¬ 
feated  on  the  black  ball.  Without  taking 
any  credit  away  from  Digger,  Warren 
appeared  to  be  a  little  unlucky  as  the 
run  of  balls  was  unkind  and  left  him 
little  chance  to  show  his  real  ability. 

In  the  billiards,  George  Mousally 
(-50)  defeated  Eugene  Rieka rski  (70) 
by  250-199.  George  made  breaks  of  38 
and  30,  and  although  not  at  his  best 
yet  we  can  expect  greater  breaks  in  the 
future. 

Ralph  Davies,  conceding  Boyd  Lane 
25  points,  quickly  caught  and  passed 
him  by  making  breaks  of  35  and  18,  to 
lead  by  40  points.  However,  the  more 
experienced  Boyd,  playing  solidly,  ran 
out  an  easy  winner  by  250  to  212. 

A  New  Rule 

“A  miss  is  a  foul  except  when 
the  striker  is  in  hand  and  there  is 
no  ball  out  of  baulk.” 

For  example,  if  the  red  is  in  baulk 
and  the  striker  goes  in  off  the  white  and 
at  the  same  time  pots  it,  only  one  ob 
ject-ball  (i.e.,  the  red)  is  in  baulk.  Yet 
the  striker  is  still  permitted  in  this  case 
to  give  a  miss. 


At  the  opening  stroke  of  a  game,  the 
player  who  plays  first  must  hit  the  red. 
Should  he  play  both  balls  into  baulk  the 
second  player  is  then  entitled  to  give  a 
miss,  because  he  did  not  have  a  ball  to 
play  at  out  of  baulk. 

Should  the  first  player  only  play  one 
ball  into  baulk,  the  second  player  must 
play  at  the  one  ball  which  is  out  of  baulk 
irrespective  of  its  position  on  the  table. 

Gone  are  the  days  whereby  the  first 
player  gave  a  miss  at  the  opening  stroke 
and  the  second  player  either  gave  a  miss 
against  a  cushion  or  played  straight  into 
a  middle  pocket  giving  his  opponent 


three  points  and  forcing  him  to  play  at 
the  red. 

If  a  player,  either  by  accident  or  de¬ 
sign,  runs  a  coup,  it  is  a  foul  and  three 
points  to  his  opponent,  and  as  with  any 
foul  at  billiards  the  next  player  has  the 
choice  of  playing  from  the  position  left 
or  he  may  have  the  balls  spotted,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Rule  11. 

Should  he,  in  this  case,  decide  to  play 
from  the  position  left  and  continue  to 
make  15  hazards,  the  object  white  is 
then  brought  back  into  play  and  placed 
on  the  centre  spot  of  the  ‘D\  This  is 
covered  in  Rule  7,  and  there  is  no 
change  in  the  procedure.

HARDENS 

JOHNSTON 
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DID  YOU  EVER  GIVE  AWAY  A  MELBOURNE  CUP  WINNER 


How  would  you  react,  fellow 
member,  if  you  let  a  Melbourne  Cup 
winner  slip  through  your  fingers  at 
a  give-away  price? 

There  have  been  quite  a  few, 
Bitalli  1923,  Old  Rowley  1940, 
Dark  Felt  1943,  Russia  1946. 

A  veteran  trainer,  Joe  Burton,  raced 
Bitalli,  a  maiden  four  year  old  at  the 
1923  Autumn  carnival  and  Jim  Scobie, 
crack  Victorian  trainer,  (four  Melbourne 
Cups),  saw  him  run  third  in  a  mile  and 
a  half  handicap  to  The  Cypher.  A  year 
before  The  Cypher  had  run  second  to 
Scobie's  King  Ingoda  in  the  Melbourne 
Cup  so  he  knew  how  good  the  form  was 
and  believed  Bitalli  a  potential  stayer. 

Over  a  cup  of  tea  at  Joe's  Randwick 
home  one  evening  during  the  carnival 
he  offered  1000  gns  for  Bitalli,  a  long, 
rangy,  skinny  gelding  by  October  That 
seemed  a  bonanza  price  for  Joe's  un¬ 
promising  maiden  so  he  accepted,  and 
off  Bitalli  went  to  Melbourne  to  be 
trained  at  Flemington  by  Scobie. 

With  Bitalli  Scobie  put  up  a  training 
feat  rarely  equalled  and  never  exceeded 
in  preparing  a  dual  Cup  winner  first  up. 
In  the  space  of  three  months  he  won 
Tattersall's  mile  and  a  half  Cup  in 
Adelaide.  Without  another  race  he  was 
again  produced  first-up  four  months 
later  for  the  Melbourne  Cup,  and  that, 
too,  he  won. 

Scobie  had  made  the  buy  for  a  Mel¬ 
bourne  soft-goods  merchant  named 
A.  T.  Craig  who  had  become  a  colossal 
punter.  Commissioners  began  backing 
Bitalli  for  the  Melbourne  Cup  as  soon 
as  weights  and  charts  appeared  quoting 
him  as  100/1.  The  backing  continued 
so  persistently  right  up  to  the  day  of 
the  race  that  Bitalli  started  a  4/1 
favorite.  Craig  was  said  to  have  won 
£500,000  when  Bitalli  scored  by  three 
quarters  of  a  length  over  Sydney  Derby 
winner,  Rivoli. 

Joe  Burton,  who  sold  Cup  winner 
Bitalli  and  thus  missed  a  Melbourne 
Cup,  was  the  listed  trainer  of  the  1917 
Melbourne  Cup  winner,  Westcourt,  for 
Sydney  butcher  Dan  Seaton,  but  he 
didn't  see  the  Cup,  Joe  was  an  old- 
fashioned  stay-at-home  type  and  let  his 
foreman  take  Westcourt  to  Flemington 
for  that  Cup,  and  he  and  the  owner,  a 
keen  horse  man,  did  all  that  was  neces¬ 
sary  in  Westcourt's  preparation  to  win 
him  the  Cup  by  a  short  half  head  from 
Lingle  in  a  much  disputed  judge’s  ver¬ 
dict. 

Old  Rowley,  the  1940  Melbourne  Cup 
winner  at  100/1,  was  "given”  to  Rand-

wick  trainer  Jack  Scully  for  less  than 
100  gns  by  Pat  Osborne,  AJ.C.  Commit¬ 
teeman  and  owner  of  that  marvellous 
racing  performer  Valicare.  At  three  years 
Valicare  had  won  seven  races  including 
a  Carrington,  Doncaster,  and  a  weight 
for  age  event  in  which  she  defeated 
Melbourne  Cup  winner,  Windbag,  Jack 
Scully  was  going  "badly”  and  Mr.  Os¬ 
borne  hoped  Old  Rowley  might  land  a 
few  minor  events  to  put  him  on  his  feet 
again. 

But  Old  Rowley  was  a  good  example 
of  how  some  horses  improve  miracu¬ 
lously  with  age.  Not  only  did  he  win 
the  Melbourne  Cup  but  he  finished  up 
with  success  in  the  long-distance 
weight-for-age  races  at  Randwick  the 
following  Autumn. 

Dark  Felt,  1943  Melbourne  Cup  win¬ 
ner,  was  sold  as  a  maiden  for  300  gns 
in  April  1941.  He  had  been  used  as  a 
galloping  companion  for  Ajax  at  the 
time  when  that  champion  was  compil¬ 
ing  his  sequence  of  18  wins  straight. 
Trainer  Frank  Musgrave  was  glad  to 
get  Dark  Felt  out  of  the  stable  when 
Ajax  retired,  and  he  was  bought  by 
Alby  Cain,  a  former  Sydney  pony 
trainer  who  foresaw  the  staying  poten¬ 
tial  of  a  horse  by  Spearfelt  winner  of 
a  Melbourne  Cup  with  9.3,  and  an 
Australian  Cup  of  2*4  miles  with  9,13, 
both  in  record  time. 

Dark  Felt  won  a  mile  Maiden  in  1941, 
at  the  old  Ascot  pony  course  in  Sydney, 
and  then  Cain  took  him  along  over  dis¬ 
tances  from  seven  furlongs  to  two 
miles.  In  1943  he  won  the  Moonee  Val¬ 
ley  Cup  and  Hotham  Handicap  at 
Flemington  and  then  the  Melbourne 
Cup,  starting  favorite  at  7/2. 

Not  a  bad  buy  for  a  maiden  to  score 
ten  wins  in  first  class  Cup  company 
which  included  Counsel  and  Peter,  two 
Melbourne  Cup  runners-up,  and  Caul¬ 
field  and  Melbourne  Cup  winner,  Skip- 
ton. 

The  breeder  of  Russia,  J.  Gordon 
Leeds,  gave  a  half  interest  to  his 
trainer,  the  late  Ted  Hush,  in  a  horse 
bred  definitely  not  to  stay.  This  reduced 
training  costs. 

Russia  won  the  1946  Melbourne  Cup 
with  9.0.  Darby  Munro,  the  rider  and 
a  colossal  punter  of  the  time,  was  in¬ 
spired  by  the  tip  of  Ted  Hush  (no  better 
trainer  ever  lived)  and  began  backing 
Russia  at  33/1. 

It  was  a  heavy  track  on  Cup  day  and 
because  of  his  9.0  Russia  started  at 
16  to  1,  but  old  Darby  was  then  at  his 
best  as  a  jockey,  and  took  the  race  by 
sprinting  from  the  five  furlongs  to  score 


by  five  lengths  from  On  Target  ridden 
by  Scobie  Breasley. 

The  song  took  a  totally  different 
theme  when  a  New  Zealand  breeder 
sent  his  sons,  the  three  Smith  brothers, 
to  Australia  with  a  team  of  three  horses. 

He  said  "You  can  sell  two  of  them, 
but  the  third  you  must  keep.  He  will 
win  the  Melbourne  Cup.”  They  were  out 
of  a  prolific  brood  mare  he  named  Left. 

They  won  races  with  Gaine  Carring¬ 
ton  and  Peter  Jackson  and  sold  them  to 
Jack  Phillips,  then  a  Melbourne  book¬ 
maker  but  now  settled  in  Sydney.  Jack 
has  been  a  member  of  Tattersall's  Club 
for  42  years. 

With  Cecil  Godby  as  trainer  Gaine 
Carrington  won  the  1933  Caulfield  Cup, 
and  Peter  Jackson  won  the  Mooney 
Valley  Cup. 

Obeying  their  father's  instructions, 
the  Smith  brothers  kept  one  horse, 
Wotan,  and  saw  him  win  the  1936  Mel¬ 
bourne  Cup  at  100/1.

SAILOR'S  GUIDE 

Anent  Cliff  Graves'  story  of  "Turfs  Big 
Reward  to  Breeders  Who  Don’t  Sell” 
(TCM  June  1970),  Maurice  Point  advises 
that  Sailor's  Guide  was  bred  by  him  at 
Sledmere. 

He  was  sold  by  Mr.  Point  to  the  Dibb 
family  for  850  guineas  at  the  Easter 
Sales  in  1954. 

Sailor's  Guide  was  the  highest  stakes 
winner  bred  in  Australia  and  New  Zea¬ 
land, 

He  won  the  Washington  International 
Stakes  at  Laurel,  USA,  and  was  the 
only  Australian-bred  horse  to  win  this 
race.  Incidentally,  in  so  doing,  he  beat 
some  of  the  best  horses  in  the  world, 
including  Ballymoss,  now  a  successful 
sire  in  England,
